Lonely Grave Near Old Hogs- 
back Trail May Hold Body 
of Man Being Sought—Killed 
In Mine Accident Years Ago 








Do you know the whereabouts 
of Patrick Shinner, who came to 
California 40 years ago from Paris 
Ontario, Canada? 


For more than 75 years ‘the 
old Hogsback trail was used by 
the pioneers and prospectors whe 
visited the mountains north of Up- 
land. Up to the time when Wm. 
Kerkhoff of Los Angeles built the 
first wagon trail. it was necessary 
to pack all supplies on horseback 
over the trail from the foot o} 
Hogsback. 

About twenty years ago Kerk- 
hoff, who had a summer home in 
San Antonio Canyon, built the 
first wagon road which made it 
possible to reach Dell’s camp by 
wagon. Dell kept a summer re- 
sort where Camp Baldy is now lo- 
cated. Later the present road 


San Antonio Water Company and 
made a toll road. 

A number of mines, more or less 
successful, and many prospectors 
were scattered through the hills 
‘un to twenty-five years ago. Near- 
ly all the ice used by the citi 
zens of Los Angeles for many 
years came from Icehouse Canyon. 
|A large pond was built in 
eanyon, and when frozen over in 
winter, the ice was harvested and 
stored in an ice house for the 
next summers use. 
brought down the canyon on 
horse or muleback it was loaded 
on wagons and hauled to Los An- 
geles. 

Cemetaries in those days were 
few and far betweer, and when

taineers they were buried in the

J. H. Hermen of Up-, 
land, who had passed the grave | 
many times informed the parties 
looking for Shitnner that there was 
a grave on Hogsback with the 
name of “Shinner” on it, 
asked them to communicate with 
the coroner of San _ Bernardino 
County. 

Several of the old timers here 
who are familiar with all the trails 
in the mountains hereabouts know 
of the grave, but nothing of Shin- 
ner, or if there was any other 


name besides “Shinner” on the 
board they do not remember it.

One of the worst problems with which a 
city like San Franciseo has to contend is rad- 
ical labor warfare. he radical labor element 
has been so strong in that city that injuring

crippling, or killing a non-union man has fr 
a common occurrence. The labor trouble in 
San Francisco is not over hours or wages, but 
results from the determination of certain union 
interests to refuse to recognize that a non- 
union man is entitled to a chance to live and 
work in ‘that city. 

There is no good argument against the or- 
ganization of labor unions, which have a per- 
fect right to exist. But radical labor leaders 
claim that any plan of employment which per- 
mits any but union men to hold jobs is inimical 


to union interests. Such an attitude, which 
denies a qualified workman the right to work 


without first joining some particular associa- 
tion or organization, is un-American and 
against the best interests of the counttry. 

Union men and non-union men are human 
beings. Under state and federal constitutions 
they have equal rights. It is unthinkable that 
any man or group of men should be outside 
the fullest protection of the law, and yet such 
seems to he the case in many sections of this 
country when the right to work is involved. 

The greatest despots in history only 
brought destruction for themselves when they 
crowded the common people ‘too far. Will the 
labor unions bring wreck and ruin to all the 
good they have done by trying to establish a 
labor despotism which refuses to recognize the 
rights of others? The rank and file of honest 
workmen will favor no such policy in San 
Franeiseo or any other city,
